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RISING NATIONALISM 

Why can't the allies stick tOKCther In pe: 
as they have in wl»r7 That (jucstlon, In various 
forms, has been askotl rrequently In the last 
cDupiD at years, and usmUy In a rhetorical 
rather than on Interrogatory sense. But now 
It's being asked by people fflio really want to 
know. 

Throughout the world today the unity that 
has made the United Nations united la begin- 
ning to show sIgiiB of strain. And nowhere Is 
that strain more evident than at San Fran- 
cisco, particularly among the three countries 
wno were the major contributors to victory 
In Europe. 

WhV can't they stick together In peace as 
they have In war? Tlicy can, but probably 
not without hard work, hard words, disap- 
pointment, compromise, and most of all, a 
change of heart. 

One great obstacle Is that while the major 
aUles In Europe were all fighting against the 
same thing, they were not all fighting for 
the saniG thing. Russia was fighting for the 
political role In eastern Europe that was con- 
tingent upon Germany's defeat. In securing 
that role, she now delays or Ignores certain 
commitments previously made among the 
big three powers. 

Great Britain and the United States have 
united to oppose Russia's course. And their 
opposition Is not without political considera- 
tions. Britain has a political role In western 
Europe, as we have In tlio western hemis- 
phere. Britain's actions In Greece and our at- 
titude toward Argentina have been no less 
arbitrary than Russia's. 

Among the smaller nations there is in- 
ternal and external disunity. Italy i.s split 
over the old question ot possessing Trieste. 
Certain Polish, Yugoslavian and Hungarian 
groups are turning out reams ot venomous 
writings against Russia, at a moment when 
the nazl death grip on their countries has 
Bcarcely been loosened, 

Everywhere, It seems, a violent, pent-up 
nationalism Is emerging, even at a time when 
progress is undeniably being made toward an 
International security system. It is all con- 
fusing and contradictory. 

One reason for the contusion la probably 
that diplomats Just can't get over the tra- 
dition of old-rashfoned diplomacy. It has al- 
ways been the habit of allied victors to shako 
hands after victory and say to one another, 
in effect. "Thanks, pal, you were a great help. 
We couldn't have won without you. But now 
we'll Just take ours. And If you don't like it. 
nuts to you." 

In this country wc have rightly decried 
those who have preached Isolationism and 
urged that not one Jot of American sovereign- 
ty be sacrificed to a world league for peace. 
And we have silenced moat of them. Now we 
are running Into the same sort ot thinking 
from our allies who condemned American 
isolationism so bitterly, and so rightly, when 
the battle was hard. 

Isolationism and militant nationalism 
aren't going to prevent war In the postwar 
world any more than they did before 1C30. 
That goes for Russian and British l.solation- 
ism and nationalism, too. Certainly the 
world's statesmen know that. Let pray 
that they soon come to thoir*enscs and pro- 
ceed with whole hearts and good faith to 
finish the Job begun at San Francisco.

The disclosure made by Woodrow Wilson's 
daughter In San Francisco that her father 
died believing the United Stnte.i was right In 
staying out of the old LcaKue ot Nations as 
then constituted, and his forecast that wc 
would some day Join a better organlEatlon 
aubstantlates a story published In 1033. 

At that time Lord Riddle, Lloyd George's 
press chief at Versailles, printed In hb "Inti- 
mate Diary of the Peace Conference and Aft- 
er" the following Incident as told to him by 
Bernard Baruch in May, 1D23: 

"Wilson, placing his paralysed arm on the 
table beside him, said in alow but firm ac- 
cents, 'Perhap.^ It was providential that I 
was strlclteh down when I was. Had I kept xny 
health I should have carried the league. 

"■Events have shown that the world was 
not ready for It. It would have been a lall- 
ure. Countries like France and Italy are un- 
sympathetic to such an organization. Time 
and alnlstct happenings may eventually con- 
vince them that some schema Is required. It 
may be some other.' 

'"I can see now. however, that my plan 
was premature. The world was not ripe 
for it.'"
